Mo re Barbs 
The Red newspaper hurled 
ano ther barb at Kennedy fo r 
the failure o f last y ear’s pro ­

priso ners-fo r-tracto rs 
swap which co llapsed w h e n 
Premier Fidel Castro d r a s- 
tically increased his demands. 
“Kennedy and his acco mp­ 
lices must also feel as if they 
are seated in the witness bo x 
fo r having rejected the gen­ 
ero us o ffer made by the Cu­ 
ban go vernment to free the 
captured mercenaries,” t h e 
newspaper said.

Guilty Pleas Claimed 
Ho wever, o fficial anno unce­ 
ments befo re the recess said 
all o f the defendants, charged 
with b e i ng “mercenaries” 
w’ho invaded Cuba o n o rders 
fro m “U.S. imperialism,” had 
pleaded guilty . 
Relatives o f the priso ners 
insisted that the men had re­ 
jected help fro m a co urt-ap- 
winted defense atto rney and 
lad in effect challenged the 
egality o f the pro ceedings, 
le largest mass trial in Cu­ 
ban histo ry . 
(Havana bro adcasts heard 
n Miami last Friday i n d i- 
cated that the priso ners had 
been gro uped into 3 catego r­ 
ies. One gro up was appar­ 
ently earmarked fo r the fir- 
ng squad and a seco nd gro up 
co uld ex pect impriso nmeiit, 
acco rding to the bro adcasts.

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Equal Pay Unthinkable

On the Home 
Front 


This lim e, the Kennedy administration 
has gone too far. There is a pro and con 
to medical care for the aged, to aid for 
education, to a minimum wage, to a De­ 
partm ent of Urban Affairs and to other na­ 
tional programs, but to equal 
pay 
for 
women? Never! Now, the administration 
in its proposal doesn’t have m mind ex ­ 
actly the same thing we do but there is 
an area of common ground. What it wants 
to do is get men and women doing the 
same Job paid the same wage and with 
this we have no argument. 
But when y ou plug for equal 
pay 
for 
women, y ou are running into a lot of things. 
What about the woman 
who doesn’t work in an 
office, a 
factory 
or 
some other part of the 
business and industrial 
world? WTiat about the women who man 
the households of the nation? Just to think 
of this is enough to convince y ou that we 
can never possibly have equal 
pay 
for 
women on any across-the-board basis. If 
we did. there is no doubt that the economic 
boom would be such as to make y our head 
swim. Think of the fantastic impact uiion 
our economy that would come from women 
who run the homes being paid a salary for 
their work. It would make the prospects 
of disarmament look like pretty small pota­ 
toes. 
To begin with, take a look at the length 
of her day . The eight-hour day has caught 
on in grand sty le throughout business and 
industry but not on the home front. The 
job of the average housewife runs from 12 
to 14 hours a day and there is little prospect 
of its ever being reduced. 
P’rom that y ou can take a look at the 
work week. Here again we have a trem en­ 
dous problem in labor-management rela­ 
tions. Few indeed are the jobs in this day 
that are performed even six and much less 
seven day s a week but that is the schedule 
of the housewife. Nor does she get any time 
out for holiday s. In a sense she may get 
a vacation and in another sense she may 
not. 


One can immediately see that the is.sue 
of equal pay for women in all walks of life 
would bring the nation face to face with the 
most earth-shaking social problems of his­ 
tory . The first thing to come along would 
be a move to organize the housewufe. What 
more ready field of labor could be found 
for organizing than one where the day was 
12 to 14 hours, the week seven day s and the 
y ear 52 weeks? There would, of course, be 
immediate demands 
for 
all 
sorts 
ui 
changes. And what would the economic im­ 
pact of all of this be? It depends upon many 
things but some idea of it can 
be 
seen 
from a little simple arithmetic. 


There are now 
more than 40 million 
households in the United States. These are 
households composed of at least a man and 
woman. It is possible that about half of 
them would have in them women who were 
already working or not eligible for a salary 
for some reason or other. But this 
still 
leaves some 10 million housewives w h o 
could qualify for a salary under any plan 
for complete equal pay . Assuming, how­ 
ever, that the pay is there but not equal, it 
would even then be quite an impact. If 
paid just $1 an hour straight time on the 
kind of schedule they work, it would amount 
to S40 billion a y ear. If y ou pay them time 
and one-half for overtime, add another S14 
billion to the figure. This would take care 
of the nation’s entire defense budget and 
then some. 
★ 
The 
hou.scwife’s 
salary 
based 
on 
a 
.straight SI an hour would be $4,900 a y ear. 
If given overtime, she would take in $6,3.50, 
before tax es, of course. This automatically 
raises another big problem as there would 
then be a battle over who gets to claim the 
ex emptions for income tax purposes. 
A joint 
return might solve the problem but who 
pay s what is owed at the final accounting 
or gets a refund if it’s coming? 
The finances are all based, too, on a fig­ 
ure for which the average housewife would 
not work for long. So long as she is being 
paid nothing, every thing is fine because she 
looks at her situation as a partnership in 
which she carries one part of the load and 
her husband the other part. But with pay 
for her work, the job lakes on a different 
tune. 
Pav would destroy the principle by which 
the housewife lives today and would, there- 
_________ 
fore, bring her into a 
much more demanding 
jKisition. It goes with­ 
out say ing that the $1 
an hour wage wouldn’t 
last for long even if she could be induced 
to start at that figure. Naturally , somebody 
would have to pay this and that responsi­ 
bility would probably fall to the husband. 
He, of course, would then have to be given 
an increase in pay himself because of this 
added ex pense. Adding to the misery of the 
thought is the fact that this drastic change 
in things would be completely inflationary . 
This unfortunately , will undoubtedly stop 
it from ever happening because Democrats 
and Hepublicans alike appear to be agreed 
that inflation is an evil thing. Equal pay 
lor women is a fine and w’holesome concept 
but who knows when some dreamer will 
campaign to carry it to ex tremes? It is 
pleasant to know, though, that husbands of 
the country are getting a minimum $6.3.5 
billion economic bargain with their wives. 
It makes one feel almost wealthy .

Dr. Miller, a study of his education rec­ 
ord and his scholarly preparation shows, 
is amply qualified for the post. The fact 
that he is in all respects a total Nebraska 
product will please that great number who 
believe that the first man in state educa­ 
tion should be wholly Nebraska oriented. 
Dr. .Miller took his bachelors degree at 
Peru Stale and received his doctorate in 
education at the University of Nebraska. 
His considerable ex perience in the field 
was confined to Nebraska. Surely he is in­ 
timately aware of the Nebraska problem 


and cognizant of the ty pe of solution Ne­ 
braskans would find agreeable. 
Nebraskans wish Dr. Miller well in his 
coming efforts and hope that he will pro­ 
duce successful solutions. This will be tem ­ 
pered by the realization that he or any 
other commissioner would lack certain in­ 
struments of power. .As a state, Nebraska 
has a small pocketbook interest in educa­ 
tion. Under the collegiate 
level it dele­ 
gates a great area of decisiveness and most 
of the financial resix insibilities to the com­ 
munity school districts. In so much of the 
problem the commissioner and his board 
must be confined to persuasion, advocacy 
and clarification. There is much running 
for Dr. Miller. Nebraska is concerned over 
its education problem and it will be a will­ 
ing and attentive listener.

Goldwater is a national leader—the un­ 
questioned hero of traditional Republican 
— 
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conservatism, one of his party ’s top spokes­ 
men and a definite 1964 GOP presidential 
possibility . 
With all classes ex cused at the Univer­ 
sity , the wide publicity which accompanied 
his* arrival here, Republican strength in Ne­ 
braska, and his national importance, we 
were not surprised at the mammoth Coli­ 
seum 
audience. We 
were 
pleased. We 
should all be willing—and eager—to listen 
10 men of influence. 
But Goldwater’s speech was hardly stir­ 
ring—and more significant, we think, is 
the plain fact that his audience was not 
stirred. The only applause 
he 
attracted 
came prior to his address, and when the 
program was concluded. 
His speech was never interrupted by ap­ 
plause; the break between his address and 
the question-and-answer session was not 
filled with applause. His answers to half a 
dozen questions attracted no applause—but 
one question did. One student asked whether 
Goldwater considered the American Revo­ 
lution conservative, and was roundly ap­ 
plauded.

The Washington Zoo could

Costa Rica, where a priest 
run out of Cuba by Castro’s 
secret police is drumming 
home to the people the sav­ 
ageness and the unholiness 
of the communists. He lost 
the fight in his native land 
but he hopes to drive home 
to the Costa Ricans t h e 
lesson the Cubans 
h a ve 
learned the hard way —that 
communism is the weapon 
used by Moscow to create 
a slave empire stretching 
across the world, and that 
it wars cruelly and without 
quarter on human freedom, 
on democracies and on God. 
This priest, Father Eduar­ 
do Aguirre, sounded off as 
a Cuban patriot in the Ha­

He 
now goes from town to town 
in Costa Rica, where there 
is a serious communist prob­ 
lem, warning one and all 
against the Red monster. He 
has a direct approach, as 
for instance: 
“ If there is freedom in 
Cuba today under Fidel Cas­ 
tro, if the workers have the 
right to own their property , 
receive high wages, 
have 
more leisure time and are 
free to use it as they wish, 
have the right to worship 
freely and speak publicly for 
what they believe to be right 
and just—then y ou tell me 
why more than 300,000 Cu­ 
bans have fled their homes 
without passports and with­ 
out personal belongings, and 
in many cases without fam­ 
ilies? Why have they left 
the land in which they were 
born and where their loved 
ones are buried? Why have 
so many fled into ex ile if all 
the farmland has been equal­ 
ly divided and if every body 
is free to worship as he 
pleases? 
“The Catholic church and 
communism do not have the 
same principle and do not 
work for the same ends. 
Juan Barboza and other com­ 
munists here in Costa Rica 


false. It is not true. If they 
have the same purposes, why 
has Castro thrown out a l l 
priests, brothers and sisters 
from Cuba and confiscated 
all church property ? Why has 
he wiped out Catholic educa­ 
tion in Cuba. Why has he 
desecrated churches by using 
them as houses of prostitu­ 
tion, dance halls, and can­ 
tinas for his militiamen? Why 
has he profaned the blessed 
sacrament and the sacred 
vessels of religion? 
“ Right now Castro is set­ 
ting up a national church in 
Cuba. He calls it the Catholic 
church but it is not in union 
w ith Rome, nor does it teach 
the doctrines of Christ.

Boston ran, rebounded and had Bill Russell 
put the clamps on Wilt Chamberlain for a crushing 119-104 
victory over Philadelphia Sunday , with the game punctu­ 
ated by late violence. 
Several fist fights erupted and an outpouring of a Bos­ 
ton Garden crowd jammed the floor before Boston took a 
3:2 edge in the best of 7 Eastern Division National Basket­ 
ball Association play offs. 
Harsh words between Chamberlain and Sam Jones, 
a fist fight between veteran Carl Braun of Boston and 
Philadelphia’s Guy Rodgers and a threatened outburst pit­ 
ting Rodgers against burly Jim Loscutoff set off two major 
mob scenes. 
No injuries resulted. 
Referee Sid Borgia ejected Tom Heinsohn from the 
game after still another roughing incident. 


Duplicating their previous two victories, the Celtics had 
the issue settled by halftime on a pair of 36-point outbursts, 
leading 72-49 at intermission. 
The Warriors simply couldn’t keep up with the Joneses 
—the Celtics’ unrelated Sam and K.C. 
Russell scored 29 points to Chamberlain’s 30. Bill blank­ 
eted Wilt so well that the NBA scoring king had only 4 
of 13 field goal tries, 11 points and was outrebounded 11-9 
by his tormentor in the crucial first half. 
Russell also contributed numerous blocked shots and 
assists to the decision. 
Mad at themselves for sub-par shooting in the 110-106. 
loss at Philadelphia Saturday , the Celtics turned loose the 
full force of their withering fire power to the delight of 13,- 
496 fans. 


Sam Jones of the backcourt corps, particularly unhappy 
with his earlier effort, sent Boston off to a 36-26 first quar­ 
ter lead with a sparkling 9 points, 8 rebounds and 5 assists. 
When Philadelphia closed the gap to 8 points at the start 
of the second period, the Celtics turned on a burst in which 
they out-scored the Warriors 17-4. 
Fabulous ballhawk K. C. Jones lit that fuse by setting 
up 5 baskets, .scoring one himself and twice stealing to start 
fast break lay ups. 
The incident which touched off the trouble came follow­ 
ing a collision between Chamberlain and Sam Jones. Wilt 
came over to shake hands. Jones refused the offer with an 
angry look and when Chamberlain got mad, Jones picked 
up a stool to defend himself in case of trouble.
